Mr.-Gromby stated that plenty 
of positions were available for men 
with Masters degrees in either 
Arts, .Science, or Commerce, in the 
insurnacc industry, particularly in 
the actuarial and investment fields. 
*'Demand in these fields is so 
great." said Mr. Cromby, "that the 
right men can almost name his sal* 
ary." 

Mr. Picard spoke of opportuni- 
ties in the banking field, and stated 
that while college graduates were 
not sought exclusively, lucrative 
and interesting positions were avail- 
able In thé sales field of Investment 
banking, 'and in loan companies. 

The third speaker on the panel, 
Mr. Crow claimed that there were 
even greater opportunities in in- 
dustry than in the other two fields 
mentioned.

Subscription Concert 



William Primrose, claimed to be 
the world's finest viola player, will 
perform tonight in the thirid edi- 
tion of the Royal Victoria College 
Subscription Concerts. This will be 
Mr. Primrose's first public concert 
in Montreal, although he has ap- 
peared in the city previously at 
smaller recitals. 

Students and critics judged the 
former concerts given by Carol 
Brice, contralto, and Mario Berini, 
of the Metropolitan Opera, to be 
outstanding successes. It is how- 
ever, the first time that an artist 
ft the calibre and standing of Mr. 
Primrose has appeared at McGiU, 
and indeed in Montreal, for some 
time; for he has often been describ- 
ed as the world's greatest viola 
player. 

- His .career .began with the Lon- 
don String Quartet, with whom he 
remained from 1930 until 1935, 
touring Europe, South America and 
the United States of America. He 
returned to the USA in 1937, and 
played for five years In the NBC 



Symphony Orchestra, under the 

leadership of Arturd Toscanini. He 

also made many solo performances 
In this period. 

Strangely enough' Primrose didn't 

set out with the idea of playing the 

viola. He made his initial studies 

in Glasgow with the Idea of taking 

up the violin, but later on he de 

elded that he preferred the rich 

tones of the viola. He Is known as 

the man .who has popularised the 
viola once again.

Early Frustration Is 
Desirable in Child 

By' The Canadian University Press 
"Since it is obvious that the 
child has to be . frustrated some 
time in life, the sooner it happens 
the better. It should come as part 
of a routine laid down for the 
child, following a principle that 
consistency in training is more im- 
portant than love." So said Or, 
Blutz, Director of the Institute of 
Child Study, connected with the 
University of Tbronto. at the an- 
nual meeting of . the. American 
Academy of Pediatrics. 

"The child who learns early will 
be easier to handle In later life," 
Dr. Blatz added. This statement, 
which more or less violates one of 
the main principles of child psy- 
chology to date, was confirmed by 
Dir. Blatz in an interview with 
the Canadian University Press In 
Toronto.

Broken Stands 
Cause Death 
At Pui-due U. 

LaFayette, Ind.,. Feb. 27.— (CUP) 
—Two students were killed and 250 
were injured at Purdue University 
last Tuesday when bleacher stands 
collapsed during a basketball game. 

The game, between Purdue and 
Wisconsin, was broken up when 
the all-wdoden stands .broke, hurt- 
ling 3,500 scrèaming fans, mostly 
students, to the dirt floor beneath. 
The collapse occurred In the middle 
of the stands, and planks from the 
upper tiers toppled last, piling 
down on the Injured mass of .peo- 
ple. \' 

Pur,4ue's President, Frederick L. 
Hovde, said the' "newly purchased 
all-wooden stands were not loaded 
beyond their rated capacity ... a 
careful investigation of the cause 
of the failure of the stands can be 
determined." 

The rescue work of ex-GI stu- 
dents and the sumn}onlng of ambu- 
lances by the radio sports an- 
nouncer were credited with avert- 
ing panic.

Dr. H. M. Elder, distinguished 
Montreal Surgeon, will address a 
meeting of the Medical Society in 
Lecture Room 'B' of the Medical 
Building at 5 o'clock this afternoon. 
The subject of Dr. Elder's talk will 
be "The Role of the Medical Corps 
in Wartime", a subject which he 
Is well qualified to speak on, as 
he spent 6 years In the RCAMC 
during the war. 

Dr. Elder, a medical officer In 
the militia for many years before 
the war, went overseas in 1B39 as 
CO. of the 9lh Field Ambulance, 
a Montreal Unit in the 1st Division. 
After 2 years service he was pro- 
moted to Colonel, and returned to 
Canada as Assistant Director of 
Medical Service for the 5th (arm- 
oured) Division. He returned to 
England with this division, and 
later ■ saw action with it in the 
Italian theatre^ where he was 
awarded a D.S.O. 

Later he-was promoted to Brig- 
adier, and appointed Deputy Dir- 
ector of Medical Services for the 
Ist Canadian Army receiving a 
C.B.E. for his services In this con- 
nection. 

He returned to Canada in the 
summer of 1946. 

Dr. Elder, at present practicing 
In Montreal, is a graduate of Mc- 
Gill University, à Senior Surgeon 
of the Montreal General Hospital, 
and an Assistant 'Professor of Sur- 
gery at McGill University.

Students' Soc. Pres. 
Issues Statement . 

This Is our opportunity tâ actual- 
ly do something rather than merely 
talk about suffering and privation 
at home and hi distant lands. The 
students of Canada today will be 
the leaders of Canada tomorrow. 
They should accustom themselves 
to sharing In the responsibUities 
of caring for people less fortunate 
than themselves. The cause is great 
and we should not seek to find 
excuses for neglecting to contri- 
bute. When we make our contribu- 
tions we should remember, that they 
will be divided among several or- 
ganizations for the whole year. How 
will our contributions for the whole 
year compare with what we often 
pay for an evening's entertainment? 
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Face the Facts 

Tlic presidential election this year has suc- 
ceeded in performing a great service to McGill 
and to democracy in general We refer (d the 
question of racial discrimination,^ so long tlic 
scourge of our society and till now dealt with 
in à vèr>' turrcptilioiis manner. This filtliy 
virus, which has been handed down the jikcSi. 
etill thrives on ignorance, prejudice and sodnlr 
and economic dissatisfaction. The qucstiohns 
now being approached from a more sciciittlic 
point of view, through the workings of psyclîîâl- 
rists and psychologists, as has been mentioned 
previously in this column. But that is not 
enough. We must realize just what causes racial 
and religious and cultural prejudice and the 
discriminations, hates, distrust and unhappiness 
they spawn. Before we can do anything to over- 
come them, we must first bring the question 
out into the open and discuss the whys and 
wherefores of their existence. The present cam- 
paign is doing, in part, just that. 

Unfortunately, people find it a lot easier 
and more convenient to dislike an individual 
who is "different" than they do to like him. 
However, it is the usual procedure with dis- 
crimination *nd prejudice that the individual 
who has developed this outlook makès no effort 
to get to know or understand ihe person against 
whom he feels either a definite repulsion or a 
quiescent distaste. It is the usual formula, too, 
with Jews or Negroes, to generalize — to pick 
a particular individual against whom there may 
be an active dislike and to apply the case to 
the race in general. Again, there* is no effort 
made to consider why that particular individual 
is offensive. Any student of psychology will 
readily recall the mechanism of . compensation 
with which people attempt to cover feelings of 
inferiority. Such feelings may be found in indi- 
viduals of any group, but are bound to become 
all the more prevalent in any race which has 
always known persecution and which has always 
attempted to compensate for the feelings which 
have been forced on Iheit by the rest of society. 

Our civilization as it .exists today and as it 
has for ceiituries appears to depend on a scape- 
gott to divert the inadequacies of either the 
social or economic systems. The scapegoat can 
become manifest in many mays — but it has 
always become most convenient — note the 
point of convenience again — to use a minority 
whéthèr it bè heretics or people with blue eyes 
or new ideas or Jews. The attacker rarely has 
any concrete evidence for his wild claims which 
he spreads to the unthinking, but this is un- 
nècessary if he can cite one or two individuals, 
and thén by a logic which is clear only to those 
who àrè previously biased on the point, he can 
attribute these faults or failure? or even suc- 
cesses to the group as a whole. Thus we see 
at the same time that all Jews are Communists 
and international bankers — two most paradox- 
icàl claims — which arc nevertheless still used 
to further the same ends, whether it be gaining 
power or satisfying the ègo or divèrting an issue. 

Any individual of avèragé intelligence 
should well realize the négative value of pre- 
judice and discrimination. Any such individual 
should be able to see tlial llicre will not be a 
greater happiness until people come to realize 
that basically they are very similar and in these 
days of atomic, bombs, that their destinies arc 
very ;Ja^cbfeé|o^èr Should, it be too 

mùch,^henf,tol?èixpeèt.that man will be as a 
brôthèr iinto his fellow man. A. K.

Most veterans of college English courses suffer 

frani-a: common obsession; they invariably give re- 
ferences. Indeed, they apologise when they have 
forgotten ;a source, and this crime in others is re- 
garded as, showing the lowest moral depravity. In 
various fields of research, in scientific and^ historical 
papers, and even in debate in Commons, this habii 
of documentation is admirable. In social Intercourse, 
however, it should certainly be discouraged, for ex- 
perience shows that it brings only discontent and 
sorrow. 

Suppose, for example, you have beeh invited out 
for the evening. Since it is well appreciated that 
witty people are most successful in society, you re- 
solve to say something witty. It may happen that a 
situation will Inspire a spirited remark. Unfortun- 
ately, it is likely that any fruit borne will come long 
after the season of harvest. While a belated, remark 
may save your self-respect, it does your, social stand* 
ing little good. The only safe practise, we Icsrn from 
Boy Scouts and Girl Guides alike, Is to be prepared. 

~ Preparation includes research to find the witti- 
cism, and practise In the private of one'a apartment 
so that, when the proper moment arrives, It may be 
given spontaneously. A casual remark such as "Work 
Is the curse of the drinking classes" has great ability 
to provide a momentary glow of pleasure In your' 
audience. If altruism is not sufficient motive for 
making such a qiiip, there Is also a more tangible 
reward'in the increased esteem of the gathering. 

We are now fit prey for the purist who, passing 
llgtly over the implied vice In \the remark, objects 
because no source is given. This is in complete 'con- 
formity to our announced intention, and his suspicion 
of plagiarism is aroused. He, is, in this case, quite 
correct; we may take comfort in the fact that socinlly 
he is little menace. He generally is unable to 
challenge you because of his ignorance of any but 
the most common quotations. Since these are usually 
moral maxims, they^are out of place in the best 
society. There is little likelihood, of our purist rec- 
ognising, or even appreciating, any remark worth 
making. 

Let us examine further this question of giving 
credit. Since the pudding is known by its fruit, our 
decision should be made by a comparison of the 
relative merits in giving or withholding sources. 

If the remark is made as it the flash of one's own 
wit, It will be enjoyed by. those who hear : it; Its 
author will have hts work, if not his name, live on. 
It may happen that someone will later find It In its 
original context, and oncé again be amused by it. On 
the other hand, there is nothing as deadly to humour 
as a reference. If the statement is preceded by an 
"As Oscar Wilde- says...", the listener will, find 
nothing amusing in what, had It been presented 
otherwise, he would have enjoyed. Perhaps this 
arises from a resentment of greater erudition, or In 
having, to wait for the expected bon mots. Whatever 
the cause may- be, the fact that an introductory 
source provides enjoyment to neither listener or 
speaker, and brings no credit to any author, is un- 
disputable. 

Our conclusion, then, is that we must advise as 
strongly against giving references for social re- 
marks as ' leaving price tags on Christmas presents. 
But now we must take the- advice of the King in 
"Alice's.Advèntures in Wonderland", by Lewis Car- 
roll, |Who said, "And when you get to the end— stop". 



Political Comment 



Assumption of my classification 
within, the enlightened' group of 
"open minded" French-Canadians is 
arbitrary. As many will disagree 
with my appraisal of "open mlnd- 
edness" as will have disagreed with 
Mr. Oionne's self.application of the 
term. People will realize that I am 
Just as representative of my group 
as any one individual, can be of a 
graup. Mr.' Didtine was under the 
same handicap . for recognltloH of 
his representative ability, in spite 
of his interesting genealogy. 

The topic of censorship as applied 
in a particular circumstance Is 
used by Mr. Dionne as an intro- 
duction to his article of Wednes- 
day. I regret that the specific event 
is not discussed to greater length 
and' that a rhetorical generalization 
is carried without the analysis of 
the topic which serves as an in- 
troduction.< The French Cultural 
Attache 'was to patronize a film 
which was not shown. Instead, we 
had public censorship of the French 
film in the presence of the Attache. 
Had the Embassy been notified in 
time, no representative would have 
gone to the'U. of M.,.'and accord- 
ing to officials for France: NO IN- 
CIDENT WOULD HAVE OCCUR- 
RED. We should then discuss (or 
this issue the lack of knowledge 

of the protocol of responsible peo- 
ple who should have known better, 
and not the censors' right to refuse 
the performance. 

I am sure that Mr. Dionne is 
familiar with the fact that censor- 
ship does exist outside o( Quebec. 
Political censorship has been 
found beneficial In democracies, 
and a bit more so, I am told, in 
dictatorial regimes. Moral censor- 
ship is : recommended by social 
workers and philanthropic institu- 
tions whether they are religious or 
not. If, in the present issue, we 
have to decide if censorship was 
intelligent or not, this Is a very 
much narrower problem. It is a 
rational problem which wIU not be 
solved by framing the picture and 
over-shadowing it with rising 
words in the vein of: "Roman dic- 
tatorship, religious oligarchy", el 
al. This attitude is not taken when 
American books or films are ra 
fused admittance in Canada. 

Newspapers who serve a Roman 
Catholic public and are edited by 
people of that faith may express 
ideas in conformity with the teach 
ings of the Church without being 
directly lead to do so by the rep- 
resentatives of the religious hierar 
chy. If they serve the wishes of the 
people, are they to be changed by 
a self-appointed Intelligentsia be 
cause "the people do not know 
what is good for them?" " 

The "bad name" given the 
French-Canadians during the war 
was used in poorly informed circles 
and was kept in those circles even 
alter the recognition of the very 
good part taken in battle by 
French-Canadians. I do not par 
take in your shame for "their un- 
patriotic actions". Satisfied with 
the accomplishment of my own 
duty as I understood it, I could 
still conceive that other people 
might understand theirs in a dif 
ferent manner. "The problem was 
formed of many controversial is 
sues, often discussed more freely 
by Canadian servicemen of all ex 
tractions than it was allowed to be 
discussed in the press here. 

I deplore that our rural school 
ing la so limited. In villages and 
country rows vi^ere no on speaks 
English, this . scholastic subject 
turns out to be useless. Until a few 
years ago, English was learned in 
the elementary grades and was for- 
gotten by most of the rural chil- 
dren because of lack of practice. It 
is more Important for the child 
who is to attend school just for a 
few years to learn things that will 
help him in facing lifo ais it will 
be for him. Let the teaching of 
English be more efficient and more 
valuable in the higher grades to 
those who intend to continue their 
studies beyond grade A,seyen;gand 
may have in life roles thaPwiÙ put 
them in contact with the two ele- 
ments of the population. 

The reason of a French-Cana- 
dian's pretence at McGill Univer- 
sity could form by itself the sub- 
ject of a full article. I refuse per- 
sonally to be Included in Mr. Oi- 
onne's "many of iis," who did not 
attend U. of M. because of the 
Ideologies of the system accepted 
by Catholic Universities the world 
over. Space limitation prevents 
me from .explaining the rather Ir- 
relevant fact of my own presence 
In one specific spot in tl)e universe. 

My hopes are Just as intent as 
Mr.- DIonne's for the 'acquisition of 
i "world" outlook by the French- 
Canadians. To his wishes, I add: 
that our compatriots may pursue 
this aim while keeping and in- 
creasing their dlKemment of bene- 
ficial and detrimental liberties.

Balogh Récita 



Erno Balogh provided a varied 
programme In his first Montreal 
appearance last night, ranging from 
early Beethoven to Beta Bartok. Mr. 
Balogh showed his audience quite 
clearly, almost too much so, that he 
derives great satisfaction from his 
own playing. 

The recital opened \vith the Bee- 
thoven Sonata "Pathétique." His 
performance ot.thls,wprk was light- 
fingered, whlcii 'did nèt at all times 
suit the character of the music. The 
second movement of the sonata re 
ceived a cool, meticulously correct 
performance but here^one would 
have' appreciated a more lyrical 
approach. The third movement was 
the best played of the three. . i 

An early Brahms Scherzo excel 
lently executed cpmpletcd the first 
part of the programme. 

Mr. 'Balogh continued hs recital 
with the playing of four Chopin 
works-^the Impromptu in F sharp, 
an Etude in C sharp, the Waltz in 
A flat. Op. 69, No. 1, and the Scher- 
zo No. 3 in C sharp minor. The play- 
ing in these was consistently the 
same — light-fingered, effervescent, 
clear, unhurried, emotionless, in- 
exact. 

The concluding portion of the 
programme included two works by 
Debussy which were carefully per- 
formed but which lacked that 
transparent tonal brilliance that 
makes for a truly great intepreta- 
tion. A Rumanian Dance by Bcla 
Bartok and Corta Jaca by Vienna, 
which had a boogie rhythm, were 
also included. 

Two selections by Lecuona and 
another by. Mignone, which con- 
cluded the programme, were exe- 
cuted with fire and zest. 

Mr. Balogh was generous in his 
offering of encores which 'included 
the Chopin "Polonaise Militaire"' 
and a waltz by the same composer, 
along with works by Schumann, 
Liszt, Scarlatti and Strauss.
